engineer who has liven engaged in rail­ 
roading surveys in Porto Rico for sev­ 
eral months past and was there during 
the hurricane, which devastated the 
island, passed through Chicago on his 
w ay to Galesburg. 
In describing the 
conditions of the island, Mr. Post said: 
“ The dam age from the storm is more 
far reaching than can bo im agined by 
any one wh > lins not visited the island 
and become acquainted w ith the condi-1 
tions of life theio. 
The people are in 
good spirits and are rallying nobly after 
the first paralysis c itie d by the disaster, 
but tho w orst is yet to come. 
The prin­ 
cipal food of tho poorer classes is green 
bananas, which is 
really their bread. 
The banana trees were nearly all blown 
down and by this time the stock of green 
bananas, w hich tho Porto Ricans cook 
in various ways, is exhausted. Tho diffi­ 
culty of rebuilding tho houses is great 
on account of tho scarcity of tools and 
/he fact th at there is no supply of lum- ! 
ber on hand. 
“ In addition to all this is the loss of 
the coffee crop and the mills necessary 
for the production of the sugar output 
of the island 
The hurricane added but 
one more evil to the trade conditions, 
which were bad enough before. 
The 
peoplo of Porto Rico havo alw ays sold 
their products and imported everything I 
they use. 
Their principal exports were . 
cotieo, sugar and tobacco which went 
chiefly to Spain and Spanish colonies 
and were there distributed to the con­ 
sumers. 
As scion as tho United States 
took possession of tho island Spain put 
a tariff on Porto Rican products which 
was practically prohibitive. 
The peo- I 
pie could not send no more 
goods 
to Spain 
and 
the 
United S tates i 
m arket 
did 
not 
take 
the 
place 
of 
th at 
which 
was closed. 
The 
U nited States tariff is ju st as high 
against Porto Rican products as it was 
before the island came into our pos 
session ami the people there have not 
even the advantages of reciprocity which 
are enjoyed by some of the English and 
French Islandia. 
Unable to sell any­ 
thing the people, of course, cannot buy, 
and commercially the island is 
Rt a 
standstill. 
Even before the hurricane 
the employer had no work for his men 
and the islanders are plunged into the ' 
most terrible i»ovorty.'’
